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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends the construction of curves is 
a not a computational service, which the examiner respectfully disagrees because as indicated in Kucharczyk's reference, column 23, 
lines 28-30, different drug agents diffuse at different rates thereby yielding characteristic individual signal intensity delay curves on MR 
imaging, which is done computationally, and the intensity delay curves, as shown in figure 8, reflect the density changes of fluid-filled 
cavity and surrouding brain tissue at successive time intervals, therefore, a service of computationally estimating of a rate of change of a 
density with respect to time is explained in Kucharczyk. With regard to unexamined dependent claims, the examiner notes they were 
rejected under 35 (JSC 102(e), however the claim limitations were not examined because the corresponding services were not selected.
